For Dixon's Sake, V ote Yes 


MEXT Tu esday the v oters, men and women, 
of Dix on township , are asked to decide 
whether the township of Dix on shall allow 
the saloons to come back or whether the 
township shall remain dry territory , as it 
now is. The Telegrap h cannot believ e that 
the decision of the v oters will be any thing 
bu t “dry ”. We are su re that if ev ery v oter 
v otes, Dix on will be dry by a big majority , 
bu t we are not at all certain that the town 
will remain dry if the dry v oters do not 
mu ster their fu ll forces at the po lls. 


We hav e many good reasons for keep ing 
Dix on dry , and no good reason for going 
back to the wet town. 


Patriotism alone shou ld keep Dix o n dry 
at this time when the g o v ernment is dis­ 
cou raging the u se of intox icants and when 
the nation's life is hanging in the balance. 
They tell u s food will win the war, and lack 
of it may lose the war. Dare we tempt fate 
by reinstating the sale of drinks that u se 
and waste su ch great qu antities of fo o d in 
the making? 


Bu siness reasons are su fficient to keep 
Dix on in the dry colu mn. For business in 
Dix on is better since the town went dry 
and wou ld be inju red if the town Went wet. 
The theory that a wet town draws business 
is a p hantom lu re. Saloons p u ll no 
business 
ex cep t to the saloons. What they do is, cut 
down the bu y ing p ower of the men who 
p atronize them, and the mo ney that 
ov er the bar is that much taken fro m the 
legitimate channels of trade, and means 
fewer necessities for the kiddies and the 
women at home and for the man himself. 
Drinking ru ns u p grocery and clothing bills 
and lets the rent get behind. It forecloses 
mortgages and loses jobs, and p lay s hav oc 
in general with the life of a commu nity . 
Drink fills the po lice co urts and the jails, 
wrecks liv es and ruins ho me. Bu siness is 
better in Dix on wtih Dix on dry than with 
Dix on wet. 


Moral reasons are, of cou rse, the real 
rock-bottom reasons why the town of Dix on 
shou ld stay dry . The saloon and what it 
does, goes against all moral p rincip les. The 
u se of intox icants is all wrong, and there is 
no argu ment in fav or of it. 
No one ev en 
attemp ts to adv ance su ch argu ment. 


The man who wants saloons wants them 
for p u rely selfish reasons, with amazing 
thou ghtlessness of the damage it does to the 
sou ls, the bodies, the homes and the liv es 
of others in his commu nity . Fu rthermore, 
he is so blind to his own best interests that 
he needs to be p rotected against himself. 


The great wrong that the saloon does is 
against the innocents—the women and the 
children who su ffer u ntold agonies becau se 
of it, and the y ou ng p eop le who are en­ 
meshed and destroy ed throu gh its temp ta­ 
tion. They are the ones whom the p eop le of 
Dix on township mu st v ote to p rotect at the 
election on Tu esday . 


Dix o n is a g o o d place to liv e. The city is 
clean and mo ral. 
It is full o f beautiful, 
happy ho mes. Pro sperity and co ntentment 
preside. Husbands and fathers are earning 
g o o d wag es and are pro v iding their fami­ 
lies with the thing s that make life pleasant 
and co mfo rtable. Yo ung peo ple are g ro w­ 
ing up straig ht and clean in g o o d surro und­ 
ing s and witho ut temptatio n. We are well 
o tf here in Dix o n, and why sho uld we 
chang e? Why shou ld we go back to the old 
regime? It wou ld bring u s nothing worth 
while—nothing we need—nothing for which 
we wou ld not all of u s be v ery regretfu l.

£ 0NGRESS is co nsidering a bill fo r the registratio n o f y o u ng men hav ing 
attained the age o f 21 since Ju ne 5 last. 
Senato r New o f Indiana and 
Others are insisting o n an amendment to the bill pro v iding fo r u niv ersal 
military training as a permanent po licy . 
Senato r New has accepted an 
amendment o ffered by Senato r Sterling o f So u th Dako ta pro v iding that 
y o uths between 19 and 21, su bject to the pro po sed u niv ersal military train­ 
ing, wo uld be requ ired to spend six mo nths 
in camp du ring the two -y ear 
training perio d. 
Then u p ro se Senato r Fletcher o f Flo rida, who wanted 
Senato r New to withdraw his amendment becau se “the war wo u ld pro bably 
end in six mo nths,” and no men fo r the army wo u ld be secu red u nder the 


bin. 
This war-to -end stu ff lo o ks so mu ch like real German pro paganda that 
it is surprising that any United States senato r wo u ld spring it and spring it 
in a way to indicate his failu re to grasp—o r his u nwillingness to grasp— the 
fact that this natio n needs, and its y o u ng men need, u niv ersal military train­ 
ing, war o r no war. 
There is need that ev ery y o u ng man sho u ld be regis­ 
tered at the age o f 19 , then being su bject to the call fo r military training, 
but no t su bject to military serv ice till attainment o f his majo rity . 
Senato r Sherman o f Illino is is a bo o ster fo r Senato r New's amendment. 
The telegraphic repo rt say s that he “criticised Secretary o f War Raker’s 
o ppo sitio n to the u niv ersal training po licy and ex pressed the ho pe that 
when the secretary sho u ld retu rn fro m Eu ro pe he will hav e ceased in his 
heart to be a pacifist.” 
It is sincerely to be ho ped that the bill will be passed, with the amend­ 
ment by Senato r New inclu ded.
